Automobile 
owners as well as buy ers are to 
h** 
hit hard by taxes adopted today by 
the house way s and means eommit- 
ee in framing the new $8,000,000,- 
000 war revenue bill. 
The committee agreed to an excise 
ax on th» 1 use of automobiles to bo 
levied in the form of an annual fefi- 
ral license tax. The tax will 
y ield 
$ 1 25,000,000 annually . 
In addition to (his the committee 
ilso decided to levy a tax of 2 cents 
1 gallon <>n gasoline. It is estimated 
the annual y ield from this will 
be 
ibout. $45,000,000. 
Ten IVr Cent o il Sales. 
The committee y esterday voted to 
mpose a 10 per cent 
tax on gross 
..les of automobiles. This it is esti 
anted, will prodm e $7 0.000,000 rev 
enue annually . The total levy upon 
lUtomobiles, therefore, would be al­ 
most $200,000,000, exclusive of the 
gasolie tax. The new federal license 
tax would be levied upon the basis 
t' the original cost of the machine. 
B would begin with a flat rate on mo 
orcy des. 
On automobiles costing 
e ts than $500 the tax would be $H>; 
in those costing more but not 
over 
5750 the tax would he $15; on those 
osting more than $750 hut not over 
$1.000 the tax would be $20. From 
his point on an additional $10 would 
!>e added to the tax for every $500 
up to $3,000 and $20 for each addi­ 
tional $500. Thus the owner of a car 
osting $3,000 would 
have to pay 
$60 tax, while 140 would be levied 
upon a car costing $5,000. 
The tax is based on the 
original 
retail listed price of the car, regard- 
'css of the y ear of manufacture. 


IN HOSPITAL 4 MONTHS 


Saw No Man’s Land Abo ut 
Fiv e Minutes, Then He 
Was Hit By Shell 


M. E. Rice, landlord of the 
Na- 
chusa tav* rn, this morning received 
the following letter from 
Ogden A. 
Moore, ih« > Dixon boy who was se- 
vortdy wounded in the Fourth of July 
engagement in France. In his letter, 
which was, written from No. 9 , Lake­ 
side I . S. Field llospitalj. B. 17. F., lie 
tells of his injuries: 
Dear Friend Rice— As I have a 
few minutes to spare, and will have 
tor a few months to come, will drop 
y ou a few lines. I have started 
to 
write a dozen times, but was alway s 
interrupted before 1 had finishea. 
\\ e have had quite a time since a r­ 
riving her« -, alway s on the move and 
never taking a rest. Sometimes 
we 
couldn’t stop, hut had to keep mov­ 
ing. 
Saw No Man's I anal. 
On th« 1 morning of July 4ih we 
had our big time of having the pleas­ 
ure of going over the top and get- 
tiug our first good look at No Man’s 
band. And what a beautiful place it 
is! I saw it for five 
minutes when 
along cam« * a shell and 1 saw no more 
land, but lots of stars and stripes. I 
received flesh wounds on both limbs, 
a piece of shell through my left arm 
and five small ones In my throat and 
jaw. The hardest part of it all is that 
i had lo shut up for a couple of day s. 
I have had all > h** operations I need 
and they have the junk y ard, so all I 
have to do is to count the nails 
in 
thG wall for about four months. 
There are quite a few of the boy s 
here in tli« * ward from Camp Grant; 
not injured very badly . They are go­ 
ing to England soon to another hos­ 
pital and 1 will b«» left behind 
be­ 
aus« * I can’t walk. Then all the boy s 
I know will he gone and no one left 
but foreigners on all sides. 
Mo st Badly Injure« !. 
I was the most badly injured 
of 
them all, so 1 was told by one of our 
Sergeants who is here at the hospi- 
tal. We are taken care of just fine by 
\mericrtn Red Cross nurses and doc­ 
tors. 
I don’t want any thing 
unless it 
might be a f e w Lucky Strike cigar- 
111os and a box of candy — any thing 
from home. Mail is the best of all. 
Must close, Mr. Rice, as I am get­ 
ting tired. Excuse poor writing, as 
under th« * circumstances T can’t 
he 
very classy . Will close with my best 
wi-dies to y ou and y our family . Also 
give m\ r« *gar« ls to the traveling pub­ 
lic that 1 know through' y our intro­ 
ductions over the desk.

The American and French tro o ps hav e beg un a new 
turning mo v ement which, if it pro v es successful, will co m­ 
pel a German retirement o v er a wide secto r in the neig h­ 
bo rho o d o f Fere en Tardeno is in the center o f the So isso ns- 
Rheirns salient. 
Thet\ hav e attacked o v er a fro nt o f o v er three miles 
o n each side o f the v illag e o f Nesles, the apex o f the allied 
wedg e no rth o f the Ourcq. Their g reatest adv ance is to ­ 
ward the east where 
' Americans hav e pushed o n so me 
distance fro m the to \ ti o f Serg y and are appro aching 
Chamery . 
Altho ug h the anno unced purpo se is to straig hten the 
line between Sering es and Cierg es, this is really a seco nd 
adv ance to o utflank the adv ance o f the Germans to the 
so uthward. 
The enemy ho ld v ery stro ng po sitio ns at Ro ncheres 
and St. Gemme, where his line is still less than 5 miles 
fro m the Marne, and the co ntinued adv ance o f the allies 
between Nesles and Cierg es wo uld fo rce the enemy to fall 
hack to escape being cut o ff in the rear. 
This seems to be the o nly infantry activ ity o n this 
fro nt. Repo rts tell o f heav y artillery fireing o n mo st o f 
the line between So isso ns and Rheims. 
German attacks o n the allied lines o n the heig hts o f 
Blig ny , so uthwest o f Rheims o n Tuesday were repulsed. 
The metho ds ado pted by the Germans since their re­ 
tirement fro m the Marne beg an is being fo llo wed alo ng 
the line o f the hardest fig hting . Machine g unners fo r the 
mo st part are manning the line. This may indicate a fur­ 
ther German retirement, fo r machine g unners were used 
to bear the brunt o f the rear g uard fig hting in the first 
retreat. 
Alo ng the British fro nt the enemy artillery is activ e. 
German g uns are fireing heav ily at Villers-Breto nneaux , 
east o f Amiens; near Bucquo y o n the no rth side o f the 
Picardy salient and in the neig hbo rho o d o f Meteren and 
Mo rris o n the west side o f the Ly s secto r.

advance, so that men who before 
were earning $18 or $20 a week in

Their earning capacity depends up­ 
on their ability and the am o unt of 
time they put in. Many, in order to 
swell their pay envelope, toil longer 
than the required ten hours, and thus 
frequently receive as high as $7 5 a 
week. 
The men find the employment con­ 
genial and fascinating, whether they

Americans Fought Savagely

London, August 1.—Wednesday was a day of fierce, 
hard, in and out fighting on the American front, tele­ 
graphs Reuter’s correspondent from the lines north of the 
Marne. The day of the final capture of Scringes by the 
Americans was one of especially creditable achievement. 
After the Americans took Seringes on Monday , the 
Germans made no infantry attack on the place, but kept 
up a continued artillery and machine gun fire in an effort 
to drive the Americans out. This continued all day , and 
towaid evening the Germans thought the spirit of the de­ 
ft nders had been broken, and they began to emerge from 
Nosles forest in a way that seemed to forecast a fresh at­ 
tack. The correspondent’s story say s: 
“ The Americans, after three day s of to and fro fight­ 
ing through villages had learned subtlety and were deter­ 
mined to fight to a finish.
